Of the Town of Beno, Washoe 


County, Nevada. 


An Ordinance to Prohibit Minor* Being 


Abroad After Eight O'clock F. M 


The Board of County Commissioners of Washoe 
count;, Nevada, do ordain 
Sscnos 1 It shall be unlawful f 01 any minor. 


of tlio age of 16 year* or nnder, to be upon or 
about 107 of the public atreeta, alleys, highways 
or vacant lot* within the town limits of the town 
of Reno, kft*r the hour of eight o'clock P V 
without being accompanied by hli, her or their 
neat*, guardian* or employer, or being in the 
peceaurr or «ctn»l discharge of clnties, service* 
or errands required of him or her, or be returning 
home in a quiet, orderly manner, without undue 
loitering or delay from * visit to a place of amuse- 
ment, an which, or to which such minor may have 
•one With the consent of bis or h«r parent, guard- 
ian or employer. 
8*c. 2 It thai) be toe duty of all peace officers 
when they see such minor TiolaUufc any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance to request any BUJU 
minor to immediately go home, and arrest him. her 
or them it they fail to comply with said request 


Any such minor violating the provisions of this 
ordinance after such request shall be deemed 
guilty of a naisanee, and on conviction thereof be 
punished by a fine not exceeding the sum of five 
dollars or bo imprisoned in the County Jrvil not to 
exceed twenty.f our hours or both such fine and 
imprisonment

ORDINANCE NO. 6, 


Of the Town of Beno, Washoe

An Ordinance to Abate the Nuisance of 


Dogs Running at large Within the 
Town Limits of the Town of Reno. 


Th« Board of County Commissioners of Washoe 
county, Nevada, do ordain 
Bxc tio<» 1 Any person owning or keeping any 
dog with'n the limits of the town of Beno, shall 
pay a tax of two dollars on each dog annually, the 
•aid tax to be paid to the Chief of Police or any 
peace officer oi said town, on or before the first 
Monday In January of each year 
SBC $ Upon the pa ment of such tax the offi- 
cer receiving the same shall give a receipt for 
rach tax, containing a description of the dog fcr 
Vhich such tax is paid together with a tag as here 
Inafter provided, which tas shall be attached to 
the collar of the dog. and the number thereon ccr- 
recpondwith the number on the receipt given 
Sic. 3. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Po- 
lice, and of evory peace officer of said town to take 
into custody any dog running at large not provided 
Vlth or wearing tags, as herein provided, and 
place inch dog* to the town pound 
and when co 
impounded »hey shall be kept securely for forty- 
eight hoars 
If not claimed or redeemed before 
the expiration of such time, they shall be killed 
and buried by the officer impounding them 
SIC 4 
Any person wishing to redeem a dog 
(bat hat been impounded 8,mil pay to the Ohief of 
Police two dollars for a tag or produce a receipt 
•bowing that the. license on said dog has been paid 
57lthin a- year, in which case the cost of another 
lag thill be fifty cents. 
Ute 5, It shall be the duty of the County Au- 
ditor to procure blank receipts with stubs attached 
tot the tax herein provided, at the expense of the 
town, and deliver to the Chief of Police, such num- 
ber of suitable tags taking kis receipt therefor 
Said tigs shall be disposed of by mid Chief of Po- 
lice in the manner hereinafter provided 
Bald 
Chief of Police shalValso make out and submit to 
tbe Board ot County Commissioners at each regu-

npHK BOARD of County Commissioners of

That the grade of any street, alley 
or sidewalk within the town limits shall be estab- 
lished by the Board of County Commissioners en- 
tering an order of record, directing an actual sur- 
vey of any such street, alley or sidewalk, and fix- 
ing the Krade and level thereof 
The grade and 
level fixed by B'ich narvey shall be marked by Iron 
pins and a profile thereof filed by the County 
Olerk in his office 
Should such survey aid ~ 


laid made and fifed be 
the same shall be the 
street, alley or sidewalk, and not be subject to any 
change except on the petition of a majority of the 
resident owners of lots, abutting on either side of 
the street, on blocks between which such change 
is sought to be made and if such change be ordered 
a survej and profile shall be made and filed as 
aforesaid at the expense of the parties asking snch 
change whose lots abut on such street, alley or 
sidewalk, the grade of which is sought to be 
changed,

SEC. 2 That the width of all sidewalks shall be 
established by said Board and the sidewalk con- 
structed and kept in repair nt the expense of the 
parties owning the abutting property, and out of 
the material and in the manner prescribed hy the 
said Board 


SEO S. That before any owner or agent of any 


owner or party In possession of any premises abut 
t1 • on any street within tbe town limits, shall e 
recj nred to make or repUr any sidewalk as pro- 
vided for herein, there shall be served upon sue h 
owner, agent or party in possession n written no 
tice specifying lhat the County Commissioners 
have ordered such construction or repairs, the di 
menslons of such sidewJk and character of such 
repairs as the case nntht be, and the materials to 
be used in such work 
If any snch owner or agent, 
or party in possession, can be found within the 
town limits, sajd notice shnll be served upon him 
or her personally, at least ten days before be or 
she shall be deemed in default in complying with 
said notice 
If such parties or any of them, can- 
not be found within the town limits, and such iact 
shall appear to the Boaid by aftidavit of the Chief 
of Police or other peace officer, said service shall 
be made, by order of the Board, by posting a true 
co j of said notice in a conspicuous position on 
said premises for at least twents days 
If, at the 


end of twenty days, said work shall not havn been 
toiumenoetl ••nd prosecuted with dlligfnce and it 
shall so appear by affidavit a» aforesaid (he Board 
of County Commissioners ehall order the Chief ot 
Polite to construct said sidewalk or make said re* 
pairs as provided for in Section 4 oi this ordinance, 
and all the provisions of said Section ' shall pro 
vail in any such case the same as if personal serv- 
ice of saltl notice were made 


SEC 4. That In case any owner or agent or party 


in possession of such property, shall negloct or ro. 
Tuae to construct or repair any sidewalk in front of 
tus or her property as required by the notice men. 
tioned in Section i of this ordinance, lor the space 
of ten days alter receiving such personal notice, or 
after receiving notice by posting as provided In 
said Section 3, it shall be the duty of the Chief of 
Police, to constiuct and recair tho game at the

niBK BOABD of Countv Commissioners of 
X Waihoe county, State or Nevada, do ordain 
ju follow. 
UBCTIOB 1. That if any horse, ball, ateer, cow 
calf, mule or other animal be found running at 
lug*, within the town limits, it shall be the duty 
of the Chief of Police or other peace officer to tate 
up and impound «uch animal and keep and pro- 
vid* for the aame, and if the owner thereof be 
known and be within said limits, to personally 
notify him of such impounding, and if he be not 
known, or not within said limits, then laid officer 
ahall poet at least three written or printed notices 
In three conspicuous public places within said 
town lintiU, giving a description of such animals 
In said notice, and It the same la not redeemed and 
taken by the owner it will b« sold 
U said animal 


ft not claimed within five days from the posting ol 
0aid Bailees, as aforesaid, then snch officers shall 
post, at )«a«t, three other written oi printed no- 
tice* a* aforesaid, dncribing the same, giving all 
marks or braatU upon snch animals and stating 
t hat the same will b» sold by him (designating the 
time and place of sale, which time shall not be less 
than five days from the time of posting said no- 
tice*), for the purpote of paying all fees, charges 
and eotto, that have and will accrue against snch 
animal. At the time and place designated in t'nch 
notice if >ald animal be unredeemed, said officer 
ahall sell it by public auction within the town 
limits to the bijheat bidder and out of the pro- 
i^eds of such sale ahall pay all fees, charges and 
poits connected with said impounding and sale 
and ahall pay any balance to the owner of said 
Animal, if he be known, if not known, then pay II 
into the County Treasury for the use and benefit of 
loch owner 


SEC. 2 That an> officer Impounding any snch 
animal of the horw kind ahall be entitled to and 
receive a fee of one dollar and fifty cent* for im- 
pounding, aud one dollar a day for keeping the 
same, and for impounding any such animal of the 
cow kind, aeventy five cents for Impounding and 
seventy five cents a day for keening the same 
and for making th« sale as aforesaid, ten per cent, 
of th« proceeds thereof. 


Any of Mid animals, so aforesaid impounded 
^tay b» redeemed at any time by the owner ther.ol 
paying the said fees, charges and co&ts, and an 
additional fee thereto of two dollars lor posting 
the aald notice 
Sic 3. That if any person takes anv such anl 
aal from any officer or taxn any pound, or take 
the aaxae irom any officer Having the same in 
charge, be ahall be guilty of a/nuisance and on con 
vlction thereof be fined ic any sum not exceeding 
pne bundled dollars or imprisoned in the Count 
Jail not to eioeed thirty days, or bjth such fin 
and Imprisonment

Unless otherwlce ordered by the Board, no horae 
ii qualified to be entered in any District race that 
has not been owned and kept in the Dlatrict six (6) 
months prior to tbe day of the race, and any entry 
by any person of any disqualuied horse shall be 
hold liable for the entrance fee contracted, without 
any right to compete for a purae, and (hall be held 
liable to penalties prescribed by the National *•• 
goclation and Rules of tbe State Agricultural So- 
ciety and expulsion from tbe Association. 
If, in the opinion of the Judges, any race cannot 


be completed on the closing day of the Fair, it 
may be continued or declared off at the option of 
the Judges.
